6 large atean-launch for the Macao Pollco 
Department; a now gua-vessel for the 
Chinese Customs Service; and other work 
for Her Majesty’s Government, which will 
keop all tha rewources of the Company 
fully occupied for some tme to come. 

Tu Mitsu Bussen Co. have for some time

Japauese subjects are forbiden to perform !

THE CHINA MAIL. 


A recext detslon of the Court of Appoal 
at homo lays down a somewhat important 
Precodent in maritime law. After muob. 
argument it was ruled that a ship ie juati- 
fied in going out of her course to save 
human life but not to save cargo, Tho 
decision was given in the shipping case of 
Soaramanga versus Stamp, and the faots 
were ory. simple, Tho defendant char- 
tered a ship to tho plaintiff for s voyage 
from Cronetadt to Gibraltar; While at aca 
the master sawa stoamer In distroza, and 
discovered that her machluery Had com- 
pletely broken down. Tho soa was quite 
smooth, and he could there and then have 
saved the crew; but he conceived the idea 
of saving the cargo too, and accordingly 
towed tho vessel into the Tore], baving 
bargained to do ao for one thousand pounds. 
The rosult waa that the too adventurous 
captain got his own vessel on shore, and 
she waa lost with all her cargo. The plain- 
tiffs, as owners of the cargo and charterers 
of the ship, sued for its value aa lost by the 
defendant's breach of contract in deviating 
from the proper track, and gained thelr 
case, tho decision in their favour being 
confirmed by the Court of Appeal. 


Tae Kelly Gang has been tsken in good 
time to earn the reward which bas been 
Jong offered for their oapiure. On the 18th 
of February last a reward of £8000 was 
offered ‘by the combined Governments of 
thia colony and Victoria and the associated 
banks, but on the 29th of April last it was 
proclaimed in the Government Gazette that 
thia reward would lapse noless claimed 
before the 20th July. They wore taken on 
the 4th, 


Tus Amoy Goxette of the 9th inat. bas the 
following important item of news :— 


We understand that Captain M. G. Scott 
aod tho Master of 8.8, Carisbrooke were 
brought before H. A. Gllos, Keq., Acting 
British Consul at this port, on Saturday, 
the 7th instant, for breach of the Chinese 
Passengers’ Act, and that they were sen- 
tenced by the Consul to three months’ {m- 

risonment each or to pay a fine of five 
Faddred dollars each. Both prisouers 
wore detained in the British Consulate gaol 
until late in ttie evening of Saturday, when 
the fine was.paid and the prisoners released. 


Tue Melbourne Age of 10th June says :— 
‘* The great increuse of competition In the 
shipping trade between England and Aus 
tralia, and the change introduced by the 
Placing on this route of Jarge steamers, 
such as those of the Orient and P. and O. 
Companies, has induced Messrs Monoy 
Wigram and Sons to withdraw from this 
line. For mang years thia firm has been 
amoitg the leading shipowners engaged in 
the Australian trado, and tili within a 
recent period thair fleet was in high favor 
with merchants and passengers. Their 
withdrawal will bs received with regret, 
though the step has doubtless been neves- 
sitated by the establishment of lines of 
powerful steamers, against whioh the older 
and leas speedy vessels could not compete, 
Messrs Monoy Wigram.and Sons have sold 
tho steamship Kent to the Spanish Goyern- 
ment for tho sum of £42,000. Another 
steamer, wo bolieve, is under offer for the 
purposes of the frozen moat trade, and the 
rest of the sleamors will be taken off tho 
Australian line. The whole of thoir sailing 
ships are announced for sale,”

Unless care 
be hero exercised, much vil might resul 
money might be borrowed, goods obtain 
at shops, prisoners liberated and such Ike, 
The minister locked well for an opium. 
smoker, He was suddenly solzad at the 
palace, while having an. interview with the 
Empreses,. with vomiting and diarrhoea.

PRIQON BEGULATIONS AMENDMENT BILL. 

The Governor said the business the 
Council had to do to-day consisted in 
considering the first reading of cortaln bills, 
and he proposed to ask his hon. friend the 
Attorney General to submit to their notice 
certain bills whioh’came more particalarly 
withio his Department. But before calling 
on him he would ask thoir attention to a 
bill entivled ** The Public Prison Regula- 
tions Amendment Ordinance, 1880,” which 
he was about to lay on the table and ask 
them to read a firat time. The object of 
thia bill was simpty this. Hon. members 
taight remember that list year the Counoll 
psssed an ordinance to ensble prisoners to 
be punished for breaches of prison discipline 
committed on the ove of their leaving the 
prinon. It had been reported to him that 
the discipline of the gaol had been inter- 
fered with by the fact that prisoners, a day 
or two before the expiry of the term to 
which they had been sentenced, were in 
the habit of committing breaches of prison 
discipline for which at any other timo thoy 
would have boon liable to a wesk’s solitary 
confinement, There was no law to allow 
of punishment being imposed for such 
offencea This ordinance was therefore 
passed amonding the Prisons act of 1863 ao 
asto allow of these offences being dealt 
with. He duly transmitted that ordinance 
to the Secretary of State, and Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, in reply, wrote as follows :—~ 


Downino Steger, Oct. 3, 1879, 

S1r,—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the recelpt of your despatch No. 60 of the 
220d May, forwarding for the signification 
of Ber Mojesty's pleasure, Ordinance No. 2 
of 1878, entitled, an Ordinance to amend 
Ordinance No. 4 of 1863. 

2. I caused a referonce to be made to the 
Home Office regarding the advisability of 
this Ordinance, and I enclose a copy of the 
reply. 

Brie will be seen that in the last para- 
graph of the Homo Office letter, exception 
is taken to fonr pointa in Ordinance 4 of 
1863, viz , the power given to the Superin- 
tendent to inflict sentences of imprison- 
ment, and to order corporal punishment on 
bis own authority ; the provision respecting 
punishmont for neglect of work, and the 
lntorval required to clapsn before carrying 
out the sentence of corporal punishment. 

4, Before forming any definite conclusion 
upon these points I shall be glad to receive 
the opialon of your Government as to how 
far it would be desirable to amend tho law in 
these particulars, and a report from the 
Superintendent of the Guol #6 to the re- 
sult of his further experience of gaol man- 
agement, for I observe from his evidence 
at page 86 of the Police Report that he was 
then of opinion that it was desirable that 
the Superintendent should have the power 
to administer a cortain number of strokes 
and I should be glad to be informed

THE BTATUS OF FRENCH STEAMERS, 

The Attorney General moved the first re- 
ading of a bill to make tempor: provision 
for acouring the rtatus of the French Mail 
steamers with In the waters of this Colony of 
Hongkong. ‘ The object of this bill was to 
secure for the stoamorm of the Messageries 
Moritim.s, the status which it was agreed 
by aconvention between Her Majesty and 
the Emperor of France in 1886, and also by 
5 supplementary convention, that all rteam- 
ers subsidized by the French Government 
shoul ocoupy. The hon. membera were 
probably aware that {n order fo secure this 
etatus, 1b was necessary to legislate. This 
had been Iaid down ina case which came 
before his Lordship the Chief Justice, last 
Year. Tho laws of this Colony did not, aa 
they atood, secure that statua tothese ateam- 
ers which they had a right to under the 
convention, and the object of this bill was to 
give it them,

EMIGRATION AMEKDMENT ORDINANCE, 

The Attorney Genoral introduced an Or- 
dinanoo to amend the Kmigration Ordin. 
ance, the object of which was to shorten 
the process that had to be gone throngh 
bofore licenses for steamers proposing to 
take emigrants from the Colony conld be 
granted, A great deal of inconvenience had 
been caused by the provision of the ordin- 
ance that these Ucenses were to bo granted 
by the Governor in Council. That entailed 
the clroulation of the papery and if any of 
the members of the executive shonld be at 
a distancé, delay was caused. Tho object of 
this ordinance was to place the power in 
the bands of the Governor alone, and to 
svoid, although it would not prevent him 
conanlting them whon he saw fit, the neces- 
sity of bis consulting them in alt cases.

A BILL TO NATURALISE REY, £. J, RITEL,

Stewart, be was able to move the estimates 
for 1881 at a somewhat carior poriod than 
had been done for some years past, earlier 
at least than ft had bean done before in his 
time. This was the fourth time he had 
bad the satisfaction of laying the ostimates 
before the Conncll, When he arrived In 
Hongkong he had to consider very carefully 
the state of the finances: at that time the 
returns of the revenue of the Colony which 
were laid before him in April 1577 showed 
that it had reached $886,000. Incinded 
in that revenue was a considerable sum 
from land sales, and the first time 
ho had the honour of addressing them he 
pointed to the fact that the sales of Crowa 
lands though called revenue ought not to 
be treated as the revenue of the Colony, 
In the salo of Orown lands, cspecially in a 
small Colony Iike this was, they wero 
really selling what was a portion of thoir 
Qspital. The revenue of the Colony from 
Crown lands was roally the increment of 
the increased value of the land to the 
Crown, not the premiams paid to the 
Government. In 1876, when Mr Austin 
laid before him the revenue returns, there 
was @ considerable sum aa premium on 
land sales; if ho was not mistaken a larger 
sum than ho bad obtainod during the last 
three years, However that might be, the 
Tevenue as he had stated was $885,0L0; the 
exponditure was $928,000. In other words 
there was a deficlt, It became his duty 
to be extremely careful with respect to the 
finances of the Colony. Hon. membors 
were no doubt aware that for the three 
yeara past, 1877, '78 and 79~there had 
been no deficit, Oa the contrary he found 
that for these three years the Colony had 
had a sum of $206,000 added to its noes 
on the Colonial revenue ; this boing an 
average of $68,000 a year. With respect 
to the past year, 1879, the andited accounts 
of revenue and expendituro were printed 
in the Gazette in the moath of April last.
